150 Disputes Passed on in Last Three 
Years and Docket Now Clear.

|and the operators, has issued a report 
| covering the first three years of its work. 
|The volume gives a full account of the 
| Board's activities in tne way of media- 
tion. The union conference at Scranton 
| recently demanded the abolition of this 
|Board. The Board will cease to exist on 

April 1 if the miners win their point. 

The report says that 150 complaints 
were submitted in the three years. Of 
these fourteen were pending at the end 
of the third year, leaving 136 disposed 
of within the period covered by the re- 
port. Seventy-four were “ not sustained ”’ 
or ‘‘withdrawn,"” eleven were ‘“sus- 
tained,” eight were “ partially sustained 
|}or compromised,” and fourteen were set- 
tled through the influence of the Board. 
Nine grievances, submitted by men who 
thought employment had been unjustly 
refused them, were not sustained, but the 
3oard recommended that employment be 
|given to them. Of the twenty grievances 
passed upon by an umpire’ four were sus- 
tained. 

In the time that has passed since the 
figures were gathered for this official re- 
port, the complaints have been much less 
frequent than they were before. This is 
taken as an indication that the feeling 
between the mine workers and the op- 
erators has improved. The records of the 
Board, from the time of its formation 
up to date, show a total of 172 cases, so 
that only twenty-two complaints have 
been received since March 31, 1906, against 
150 before that. 

The Board is composed of three rep- 
resentatives of the miners and three rep- 
resentatives of the operators. A major- 
jity vote of the Board is sufficient for a 
verdict. If there is an even division of 
the six members the case is referred io 
an umpire, whose decision is final. 

All sorts of questions come before the 
six mediators, but disagreements, instead 
of leading to strikes, as they often did 
in former times, are settled peaceably 
without any interruption of work. 

Recently the Board announced a clean 
docket, having disposed of all the cases 
laid before it.

ALBANY, Dec. 20.—It cost the State 
last year $195,375.95 for fuel and light for 
its seventeen charitable institutions, with 
9,586 inmates. The report of State Fiscal 
Supervisor Bissell shows that while the 
number of buildings cared for and the 
number inmates were larger than in 
1902, the cost. was the smallest with one 
exception in the period named. 

For the fiscal vear 1907 the cost 
$200,524.27, a saving of $5,148 84, 
the population of the institution was 666 
greater. 

Several institutions have been equipped 
with fuel saving devices, which 
them successfully to fine / sizes 
coal in place of large coal, thereby saving 
the difference in the cost of coal.

J. C. Martin, to Whom the Orig- 
inal Letter Was Written, Re- 
sents Language Used. 


OPPOSITION TO CATHOLICS 


Quotes Protestants to Show That It 
Exists — Plea for Choice of 
Christian Presidents. 


DAYTON, Ohio, Dec. 20.—J. C. Martin, 
to whom President Roosevelt wrote his | 
letter of Nov. 6 on Judge Taft's religion, 
to-night gave out a reply to that com- 
munication. He strongly denies that the 
President is correct in declaring that re- 
ligion should not figure in American poll- 
tics. 

Mr. Martin begins with an objection to 
the President’s method of quoting from 
his original letter. 

“You say you selected my letter,” he 
writes, “‘ because it contained both objeo- 
tions, namely, that Taft is a Unitarian, 
and in sympathy with the Catholics. By 
referring to my letter you will find that 
the word Unitarian does not appear in it. 
Where I say, ‘It is being circulated and 
constantly urged as the reason for not 
voting for Taft that he is an infidel,’ 
after the word ‘infidel’ you choose to 
supply the word ‘Unitarian’ in paren- 
theses, which makes it in apposition with 
the word ‘ infidel.’ 

“It is misleading to the general public | 
and misrepresenting what I actually 
wrote. It is quite an easy thing to take 





If 
you chose to quote from my letter, it 
was not so long but what you could have 
taken time and space for the entire let- 
ter. I do not want the general public to 
believe that I brand a Unitarian as an 
infidel. There is another reason why you 
may have supplied the word ‘ Unitarian’ 
after ‘infidel,’ (but I hardly think this 
possible,) namely, that it indicates your 
recognizing the words as being synony- 
mous.” 





Protests of Churchmen, 


Mr. Martin next objects to the charac- 
terization of himself as a foul slanderer 
of his fellow-countrymen and a narrow 
bigot for pointing out objections to Taft 
because of his religious views. He re- 
peats his declaration that the mass of 
American voters will not support a Ro- 
ma. Catholic for President. He goes on: 

‘‘In a letter written by Bishop Hart- 
zell of the Methodist Episcopal Church on 
Oct. 17, 1908, quoted from a copy sent me 
by William Loeb, Jr., secretary to you, 
he, Bishop Hartzell, says: ‘I would not 
say that there might be some man run- 
ning for office whose religious belicf 
would prevent my voting for him.

UPHOLDS THE PRESIDENT. 


Father Burke Says Catholic Church 
Does Not Wish to Control the State. 


The Rey. Father Thomas F. Burke, 
ong of the missionary priests of the Paul- 
ist Fathers, in a sermon on “ The Church 
and Citizenship” delivered in the pres- 
ence of Archbishop Farley at St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral yesterday morning, re- 
plied to those who had criticised Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's letter as to the holding 
of public office by Catholics. Father 
Burke sald that while the Roman Cath- 
olic Church may have advocated a 
union of Church and State ‘“‘ where ideal 
conditions prevailed,” {t had never done 
s0 In the United States, but had con- 
stantly advcecated loyalty to the Amer- 
ican Constitution. Father Burke said 
in part: 

“The Catholic religion assists those 
who are within its fold to be good cit- 
izens. Some minfsters of the Protestant 
churches have lately objected to the let- 
ter of President Roosevelt, in which he 
stated that a man’s religious faith should 
not be regarded as an obstacle to his 
candidacy for office. They maintained 
that no Catholic should be elected to 
high office because a Catholio could not 
conscientiously subscribe to the Consti- 
tution. Their argument was that since 
a Catholic had to believe in the union 


| of Church and State, and that since the 


Constitution is against such union, a 
good Catholic could not support the Con- 
stitution. 

‘‘In answer to that assertion, we can 
say, first, that the Catholic Church has 
always taught that the State is of it- 
self an independent and perfect society. 
In his encyclicals, and especially in those 
in which he spoke in the highest terms 
of American institutions, Leo XII1. in- 
sisted clearly upon this point. There are 
two powers that govern mankind—the cc- 
clesiastical and the civil. These have 
oer distinct spheres and their distinct 
irmits 

‘““When Daniel O’Connell was urged to 
some political move on religious grounds 
his answer was: ‘ We take our religion, 
When Bis- 
marck strove to get the vote of the Cen- 
tre Party for his Army bill and urged 
religious reasons, Windthorst replied: 
‘This is not a religious measure, but a 
political; and though letters from Kome 
urge us to vote for the bill, we refuse 
to do so.’ 

‘*No matter how much the Church may 
advocate the union of Church and State 
where ideal conditions prevail, no matter 
how much she has insisted upon auch a 
union in other lands and in other times, 
she has never advocated a union of 
Church and State in America. On the 
contrary, ir her principles and in the 
writings of her Supreme Pontiffs, she has 
ever told the Catholics of America that 
they should give their entire allegiance 


|}to the Constitution of the country, and, 


if necessary, give their lives in her de- 
fense. With conecientious rectitude, 
therefore, every Catholic does, unequivo- 
subscribe to the Constitution.”’

FORBIDS ALLOWANCES 
ON SUGAR TRANSFERS 


Commerce Commission Decides 
That Railroads Are Giving 
Rebates in New York. 


* 


SHIPPER MUST PAY CHARGE 


Allowances Have Been Made for Years 
—Commission’s Inquiry Was Made 
Without a Formal Complaint. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—In a decision 
made pubiic to-day the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission declares that allow- 
ances for the transfer of sugar from re- 
fineries to trains are essentially rebates 
and in violation of the law. 

This important determination was 
reached by the commission only after sev- 
era] months of consideration, and, so far 
as the commission is concerned, brings 
to an end @ controversy which has long 
existed between the refineries in New 
York and those in Philadelphia. The in- 
vestigation was begun by the commission 
on its own Initiative. In its decision the 
commission lays down four general con- 
clusions, as follows: 

1. The commission has jurtsdiction to 
make an order ‘in an inquiry of ite own 
motion in the game manner and in the same 
effect as though complaint had been madea”’ 

2. It is not a part of the carriers’ duty 
to bear the expense of transfer of goods 
from the shipper to the carrier. For car- 
riers to undertake to compensate shippers 
for performing services which the shippers 
are legally hound to do for themselves is 
for the carriers to violate the act, 

3%. The publication of gross and net rates 
would needlessly add to the complexity of 
tariffs. Wherever it is possible for carriers 
to file a net rate as such It is their duty 
go to do. 

4. The allowances here considered are re- 
bates, and violate the law. No order is Is- 


sued, but the carriers are expected to con- 
form to the law without delay, 


In the testimony taken by the Commis- 
gion there was substantially no conflict 
as to the facts developed. It was dis- 
closed that the payment, as at present 
in New York City, of 2 cents per hundred

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MEASURES HUMAN ENERGY. 


New Machine Promises Information of 
Great Value to Medicine. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 20.—A series of 
experiments carried on in the Carnegie 
Nutrition Laboratory on Vila Street, Rox- 
bury, to determine mathematically and 
scientifically the exact an-ount of energy 
in any human being are reported to have 
produced remarkable results. The experi- 
menter in chief is Prof. Frarcis Gano 
Benedict, who, when an instructor at 
Wesleyan University assisted the late 
Prof. W. O. Atwater in the construction of 
his calorimeter and has since elaborated 
it until he has evolved an “energy ma- 
chine’ which registers, so it is said, not 
only the human pulse beats, respiration, 
and temperature, but the amount of en- 
ergy involved in the several bodily func- 
tions, whether the patient be awake or 
asleep. 

With one of Prof. Benedict’s machines 
many inaccuracies of diagnosis may be 
eliminated, and if the claims made are 
justified the amount of energy furnished 


to the human system by a pound of beef 
steak, an egg omelet, or a vegetable soup 
can be determined to an absolute figure. 

In the near future, by the use of such 
machines, it is declared, it will be possi- 
ble to give in figures the amount of hu- 
man energy required to perform any kind 
of work, the amount and quality of food 
necessary to sustain the subject’s strength 
during its performance, the possibilities 
of any person for mental and physical 
labor, the limitation in figures of any in- 
dividual’s heart, lung, and kidney action, 
and a hundred and one numerical details 
which have hitherto been possible only in 
general terms, 

By his recent experiments on patients 
taken from different hospitals in 
city Prof. Benedict has furnished physi- 
clans with some surprising knowledge. 
Indeed, it is reported that by means of 
the figures obtained from the study of 
severa! patients suffering from diabetes 
(these patients, it is said, were trans- 
ferred from the Deaconess’ Hospital, in 
Brookline, to the Carnegie Nutrition 
Laboratory,) the present treatment of 
this disease is likely to undergo a radical 
change, while patienta afflicted with 
typhoid are soon to be made the subject 
of experiments which may shed new 
Hight upon this disease also.

PORT AU PRINCE, Dec. 20.—Gen, An- 
toine Simon, the newly elected President 
of Haiti, took the oath of office at 10 
o'clock this morning at the palace, where 
a special sitting of the legislative bodies 
was held, in the presence of the foreign 
diplomats, the officers of the American 
and Italian warships, and the Haitian of- 
ficials of State. Senator Paulin, who pre- 
sided at the session of Congress which 
elected Gen. Simon President, officiated, 
and demanded that the President respect 


the Constitution and the other laws of 
the republic. 

Gen. Hippolyte, the Minister of the In- 
terior, who responded in behalf of Gen. 
Simon, promis that every effort would 
be made to forward the agricultural and 
commercial interests of the country and 
to take measures to insure economies in 
carrying on the Government. 

Later, at the reception which was held 
in the salon, M. arteron, the French 
Minister, addressed the President on be- 
half of the Diplomatic Corps, and offi- 
cielly presented the respects of the foreign 
Ministers. M. Claude, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, gave assurances of the intention 
of the Government to maintain the most 
cordial relations with all nations. 

President Simon then attended a service 
at the cathedral, where the Te Deum 
was sunt, afterward proceeding on horse- 
back, followed by his escort, through the 
principal streets of the city, where ne 
was acclaimed by all. 


FEAR TROUBLE AT CANTON. 


Death of Coolle Likely to Lead to Out- 
break Against All Foreigners. 


HONGKONG, Dec, 20.—It is feared that 
the anti-foreign movement at Canton, 
originally caused by the death of a coolle 
of the steamer Falshan, who was alleged 
to have been brutally kicked by a Por- 
tuguese watchman on the vessel, will cul- 
minate in an outbreak against all for- 
eigners. So seriously is the situation re- 
garded that the British torpedo boat ‘de- 
stroyer Hart has been sent to Canton. 

The British steamers Moorhen and Can- 
ton, two of the ships which are being boy- 
ecotted, have been recalled from Wuchow. 
All Chinese vessels and their passengers 
are being closely scrutinized upon their ar- 
rival by naval officers. The native pa- 
pers continue to foment the agitation 
against foreigners.

POE LOVE AFFAIRS 
IN A NEW LIGHT 


His Affection for Mrs. Sarah H. 
Whitman Revealed in His 
Letters to Her. 


ALWAYS TRUE TO HIS WIFE| 


Poet and Mrs. Whitman Were Engaged, 
but Her Friends Are Supposed to 
Have Prevented the Marriage. 





New light will be shed on the love 
affair of Edgar Allan Poe and Mrs. 
Sarah Helen Whitman, one of the most 
interesting of all the romances in the 
life of Poe, in an article to be published 
in the January number of The: Century 
Magazine. The publication was timed 
by the editors of the magazine for Jan- 
uary because the centenary of Poe's 
birth falls next month. 

This latest contribution to the many 
writings on Poe's singular life and love 
episodes, already sufficient to stock a 
good-sized library, is the result of the 
collaboration of Prof. James A. Harri- 
son of the University of Virginia and 
Miss Charlotte F. Dalley. 

“It should be remembered to the credit 
of that most tuneful of America’s poets, 
the sad-hearted, the fated Poe,” writes 
Richard Watson Gilder, editor-in-chief 
of The Century, and himself one of the 
most earnest and appreciative students 
of Poe in this country, in his introduc- 
tory note to the article, “that he was 
ever faithful to his ‘child’ wife” and 
that all the women to whom he was 
attracted were women of refinement. Af- 
ter the death of his wife occurred the 
tempestuous wooing of the poet, Mrs. 
Whitman. Fourteen years before this 
there was a ‘romance’ in French lit- 
erary life involving the relations. be- 
tween a brilliant poet and a great nov- 
elist. The literature of that episode is 
unhapilly unending, and contains an el- 
ement which brings into strong and for- 
tunate contrast the love passage in the 


life of the American poets. 
“The sisters, Miss Dailey and Mrs. 


Chace, who are in possession of the en- 
tire Poe-Whitman correspondence, have 
put the material before Prof. Harrison, 
editor of the Virginia edition of Poe’s 
complete works. He has prepared a pa- 
per in which Poe's letters are given with- 
out omission, garbling or diversion, and 
in their proper order and arrangement, 
instead of as they have hitherto ap- 
peared in the version brought out by Mr. 
Ingram and reprinted in Prof. Harrison’s 
edition of Poe. The imperfect character 
of that version is probably owing to the 
form in which copies were handed to Mr.

Great English Explorer to be Honored 
by Countrymen, 

LONDON, Dec. 12.—There is good pros- 
pect of a statue being erected in London 
to the memory of Capt Cook, the Colum- 
bus of England.

He was a self-made 
the son of an agricultural laborer 


in Yorkshire. Born in 1728, he received a 
village schooling, and was then appren- 
ticed to the village shop. At the age of 
18 he entered the service of the Whitby 
firm of ship owners, and passed the ten 
years following in coasting and the Baltic 
trade. 

England's war with France in 1755 
started his career, and, forestalling the 
press gang, he offered himself as “ able 
seaman’’ to Capt. Palliser of the Eagle. 
By 1760 Cook was in possession. of a mas- 
ter’s warrant and was engaged in the 
sounding of the St. Lawrence River, where 
he narrowly escaped capture by Indians 
employed by the French. The study of 
mathematics and navigation filled in the 
intervals of his more active work, and 
from 1766 to 1788 several volumes otf 
singularly accurate surveys were pub- 
lished by Cook. 

In August, 1768, Cook commanded the 
Endeavor, with Banks and the botanist 
Dr. Solander on board, and sailed from 
Plymouth on his great Pacific voyage. | 
The object was the observation of the 
transit of Venus, which was successfully 
accomplished at Tahiti the following year. 
Returning by way of New Zealand, which | 
the vessel completely encircled and Cook 
charted, they went down the eastern 
coast of Australia, and; coming to New) 
South Wales, Endeavor Straits, and 
Botany Bay, the commander named each 
in turn, In 1771 Cook brought the En-, 
deavor back to England. During his next 
three-year voyage, with the Resolution 
and Adventure, Cook established a sound | 
and serviceable knowledge of Pacttio | 
seas. It was in 1779, when Cook began 
searching for a passage northward of 
America, that, having anchored off Ha- | 
wali, he was killed by the natives in his 
attempt to carry off their King. }

tels had since been stricken with typhoid 
fever. -Dr.. Darlington at once expressed 
the mcgt positive belief that oysters had 
not been. the cause of such illness, the 
statement of one of the papers that a 
member of the party had even been taken 
ill the next day in no way weakening his 
contention since it takes about three 
weeks for typhoid fever to develop. How- 
ever, an official investigation by Dr. Ber- 
sel was determined upon at once, and 
Dr. Bensel took the next train to Cape 
Cod, returning by way of Sayville, L, I. 
He found the condition in both places 
satisfactory in every way, with no sew- 
age near the rocks in either place. In 
Great South Bay, as well as at Cape.Cod, 
the oysters are grown out 'in the broad 
water:and brought in. to be kept near the 
shore for a short while, in which time 
they freshen somewhat. The-drains from 
Sayville empty into a creek so far from 
these poirits that contamination is.out of 
the question, he says, with quite similar 
conditiens existing about Cape Cod.

which have entered this State, and during 
the last few months a number of cows 
have been condemned and prevented from 
going into our dairies. Our department 
veterinarian sees the cows in East Buf- 
falo and examines them physically, con- 
demning such as are diseased. We are 
soirg to require atean early date the 
tuberculin test. 

“The form of this requirement has met 
with some legal opposition, and, there- 
fore, has been under the consideration of 
our counsel, who has found some diffi- 
culty in getting the result which we 
wanted, and at the same time, not ex- 
ceeding the authority conferred on the 
department and not violating any consti- 
tutional rights of dealers in cattle. 

“This work has been temporarily de- 
layed by the appearance of the foot and 
mouth disease, and our labor in the eradi- 
| fete” of tuberculosis has received but 
little attention in the East for four or 
| five weeks. It will now be impossible to 
{put our new regulations into effect on 
| Jan, 1, as we had hoped, but we will 
|} have them effective as soon as possible 
thereafter. 


Must Pass Tuberculin Test. 


“These new requirements will provide 
that every cow brought into this State 
for dairy or breeding purposes shall be 
proved by tne tuberculin test to be free 
from tuberculosis. We shall accept cer- 
tificates only from veterinarians of our 
own department or others who are per- 


sonally known by us to be practitioners 
of gocd standing, or whose ability or in- 
be hig A are vouched for by officials of 
other States from which cows are shipped. 

“Under certain conditions a cow Which 
has not been tested with the tuberculin 
test will be allowed to go to its destina- 
tion in this State, but {t must be kept in 
quarantine by the owner or custodian 
until the test has been made. Now, re- 
arding the pasteurization of milk, I be- 
ieve thoroughly in not allowing pasteur- 
izéd milk to be sold unless the pasteuriza- 
tion has been done thoroughly. The 
harmless or sour milk germs are de- 
stroyed by a little heat, leavin the 
harmful putrefaction germs remaining. 

“The harmful germs are stronger than 
the harmless germs, which are very ten- 
der. I take exception to the word ‘ com- 
mercial’ pasteurization of milk, for there 
are some commercial firms which do their 
work thoroughly. The terms used should 
be ‘real’ an ‘fake’ pasteurization. 
| Poor pasteurization ‘s worse than no pas- | 
teurization.”’ 


Selling of Diseased Animals. 
Mr. Pearson then returned to the dis- | 
cussion of the objectionable cattle. ‘To 
prevent the movement of tuberculous 





ae 


cattle, into this State is only a small 
problem;” he declared. “The selling of 
diseased animals within the borders of 
our State also raises many questions and 
necessitates much hard work. Our new 
law makes it a misdemeanor for any per- 
son knowingly to sell a diseased cow for 
dairy or breeding purposes unless a writ- 
ten. agreement passes between buyer and 
seller stating the disease. A copy of this 
agreement must be filed in Albany. 

“We have.given publicity to this law 
and shali’ soon taking more active 
steps toward its enforcement. One of 
the difficulties encountered in our work 
is the fact that dishonest persons have 
sometimes found it possfble to treat ‘lis- 
eased cows before they were treated with 
tuberculin so that it would not act. This 
is a serious offense and should be fo!- 
lowed. by even -more stricter penalties 
than those. prescribed,” 

Mr. Pearson is confident that by Feb. 1 
next the traffic In diseased cattle from 
other States will be nearly, if not quite, 
stopped, and that the trafficking in dis- 
eased cattle in our borders will be re- 
duced materially. 

If the Legislature will give the neces- 
sary appropriations a vigorous war will 
be waged on all crooked and unclean 
dairies and violators of law in this class 
of business. 


DEATH RATE CUT IN HALF, 


Decrease in Mortality Among Babies 
Largely Due to Pasteurized Milk. 


Statistics recently issued by the Health 
Department show how much benefit has 
been derived from the institution in the 
eity of the pasteurized milk depots estab- 
lished by Nathan Straus. It was reck- 
oned that in 1891, the year before the 
first depot was established, there were 
in New York 188,708 children under the 
age of 5. Of these 18,224 died, so that 
the death rate was 96.5 per thousand. 

In 1907 the number of children under 
5 had risen to 291,208, but the deaths had 
fallen to 15,645, giving a ratio per thou- 
sand of 53.7, little more than half the 
rate existing before healthy milk was 
placed within the reach of those who 
most needed it. 

In 1891, during June, July, and August 
there were 5,945 deaths of children be- 
low the age of 56, the rate per thousand 
being as high as 126.4. In 1907 only 
6°20 children out of 291,208 died during 
the three Summer months, giving a rate 
per thousand of 68.6. This was, however, 


somewhat higher than the Summer of 
1906, when 4,426 children out of 282,423 
oe. giving a ratio per thousand of only 

Mr. Straus feels strongly that still 
greater progress would have been made 
in checking this mortality if there were 
only proper regulation with regard to 
the use of the word “ pasteurized.” He 
is convinced that the so-called ‘‘ commer- 
cially pasteurized’’ milk does actually 
more harm than good. It has been sub- 
mitted to the pasteurizing process for a 
period long enough to allow it to be pre- 
served for an indefinite period without 
betraying signs of its real unhealthiness, 
but not long enough to exterminate the 
dangerous tubercular germs. 

He has decided to take this matter up, 
and to endeavor to obtain legislation 
which will prevent the use of the word 
unless the milk has really been treated 
in a manner that will make it fit for the 
most delicate baby to consume. 

Mr, Straus wants also a law forbidding 
the tmportation of diseased cattle into 
the State. 

‘*I am speaking as much for the farm- 
ers as for the babies,’’ he said yesterday, 
“when I urge the enactment and strict 
enforcement of a law that will prevent 
the destruction of the dairy industry in 
this State. Now we have no law against 
bringing tuberculosus cattle into the State. 
Such cattle, barred from a number of 
other States, are dumped upon New York, 
particularly at Buffalo, and every one 
of the 67,457 dairy farmers in this State 
is having his herd threatened with the 
disease. 

“There is enough tuberculosis now 
among:the dairy herds of New York. 
Prof. Veranus A. Moore of Cornell, in an 
exhaustive study of the records of actual 
tests of 626 dairy herds in this State, 
found that 386 herds, or 61.7 per cent. 


| were infected with tuberculosis, and tha 


of 11,728 cattle tested 3,784, or 32.26 per 
cent., had tuberculosus. In the infected 
herds alone of course the proportion was 
greater. Of 9,253 cows 3,784 had tuber- 
culosis. This was 40.80 per cent. 

“These are figures of record and can- 
not be successfully disputed. The lower 
percentage would Indicate that of the 
1,500,000 cattle in the dafry herds of this 
State 483,900 are tuberculosus and are reg-. 
ularly supplying diseased milk for sale to 
the people of this State. Hence the prey- 
alence of tuberculosis, In spite of all the 
energies directed against the plague.”

IN CITY TENEMENTS 


A Hard Thing to Get Here, Says 
Dr. L. R. Williams at the 
Tuberculosis Exhibition. 


CLEANLINESS COSTLY, TOO 


Labor Delegate Tells of Ostracism 
Against Home for Consumptives— 
To Instruct Clerks About Disease. 


The practical difficulties in carrying out 
the advice given by doctors in the fight 
against tuberculosis were set forth yes- 
terday afternoon at the meeting held by 
the Brooklyn Central Labor Union at the 
Tuberculosis exhibition in the American 
Natural History Museum. It was shown 
that so great is the alarm occasioned by 
the scourge that it is not easy to provide 
the sanitoria needed for the care of those 
in the incipient stages of the disease, or 
even to find a place of refuge for single 
patients. . 

James Flynn, Business Agent of the 
Metal Polishers’ Union, told of the or- 
ganized effort made by the labor unions 
of Brooklyn four years ago to provide 
a sanitarium for their members on Long 
Island. 

“With the assistance of a committee 
of ministers and a committee of doc- 
tors,” he said, ‘we searched through 
Long Island to find a suitable site With 
the advice of Dr. Horace Greeley we de- 
cided upon a site about two miles from 
Medford, L. I., but we found that we 
could not obtain the ‘necessary consent 
of the local authorities. 

“ According to the law, it is necessary 
that before establishing a hospital camp 
or other establishment for the treatment 
of patients suffering from tuberculosis 
the Board of Supervisors of the county 
and the Town Board of the town, must 
each adopt a resolution giving their con- 
sent and laying down the limits of the 
institution. 

‘‘We could not get this consent, and so 
the whole scheme fell through. 

“The other day a member of our union, 
who has been suffering from tuberculo- 
sis, came back from Sullivan County, 
where he had gone for his health. He 
said he felt fine, but that every boarding 
house keepar in the county had been served 
with a notice that he was liable to a fine 
of $50 if he accommodated a tuberculosis 
person.”’ 

Mr. Flynn went on to urge the audience 
to write to the Assemblymen and Sen- 
ators of their districts asking them 
to procure the repeal of the legis- 
lation which stood in the way of 
helping sufferers from tuberculosis. He 
also touched upon the unsanitary con- 
dition of many of the workshops of the 
city, and declared that while the law as 
it stood was all right, the number of 
factory inspectors—thirty-four for the en- 
tire State—made it impossible to en- 
force it. 

Fresh Air Hard to Get. 

Dr. Lesley R. Williams of the Vander- 
Ddilt Clinic also spoke, giving a general 
summary of the conditions which cause 
the spread of tuberculosis and the means 
of fighting it. He said: 

“Cleanliness and fresh air are not 
cheep and easy things to get, as you are 
sometimes told. Frosh air in this/city is 
not a cheap commodity, and cleanliness 
means hard work, expense for soap, and 
a lot of elbow grease. 

“People say that fresh air ts God's 
greatest gift. They tell you to throw open 
your windows and take it in. Well, if 
you live in a crowded tenement district 
throw open your window and see if you 
get it. You may call it fresh alr, if you 
like, but it isn’t. 

** All sorts of reasons are given to me 
why the windows should not be opened. 
I’m told sometimes that it will make the 
curtains wet...‘ Well,’ I reply, ‘ that’s 
easy. Take thé curtains down.’ But I 
know that it means real hard work to 
keep clean.” 

Dr. Williams also referred to the diffi- 
culty of makitig a diagnosis of tubercu- 
losis. He sdid that some doctors don’t 
take the trouble to examine their pa- 
tients properly. 

“Tf they won't examine you.” he went 
on, “change your doctor. We hear a 

ood deal about professional etiquette, 

ut you have the right to change your 

doctor just as you would change your 
grocer, if he was not satisfactory. After 
all it is you who suffer if he fails.” 

Dr. Williams concluded with urging the 
necessity of sending to a hospital every 
chronic case of tuberculosis, unless large 
sunny room shut off from the rest of the 
famiiy were available for his use. He 
admitted the hardship to the sufferer, 
but declared that if the spread of the 
disease was to be checked it was ab- 
solutely necessary.

Particular efforts are also being made 
to secure the attendance at the exhibi- 
tion of domestic servants, and requests 
have been made to householders to allow 
them time for the purpose.

Historic Presbyterian Church 
Celebrates Growth from 67 
to 2,000 Membership. 


DR. STEVENSON’S SERMON 


Says a Rich Heritage Has Been Left 
the Church to Aid in the 
World’s Redemption. 


The celebration of the centennial of the 
| Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church began 
| yesterday, when three services were held. 
At the morning service the pastor, the 

Rev. Dr. J. Ross Stevenson, preached an 
anniversary sermon dealing with the his- 
tory of the church, in the afternoon there 
was a communion service, at which some 
forty new members were received, and 
in the evening the pastor spoke of the 
debt of the church to various religious 
movements. Before the morning sermon 
Dr. Stevenson baptised two infants, one 
Ellen Harvey Trull, the daughter of the 
Rev. George H. Trull, Sunday School 
Secretary of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions, and the other, Irene Damon Mc- 
Gregor, daughter of R. W. E, McGregor, 

The church was founded in Cedar 
Street, Dec, 19, 1808, with a membetship 
of sixty-seven. To-day its membership 
is 2,081. During the hundred years of Its 
history it has moved from. Cedar Street 
to Duane, to Fifth Avenue and Ntne- 
teenth Street, and finally to its present 
site, at Fifty-fifth Street. William Hall, 
a son of one of the original deacons, is 
still living. There are also in the church 
grandchildren of another of the founders, 
Hugh Auchincloss. The oldest member 
of the church is Miss Charlotte Hamilton 
of Hast Orange, who joined the church 
in 1832, The church has numbered among 
its pastors Jonathan Edwards, James W. 
Alexander, and John Hall. 

In referring to the material side of the 
church, Dr. Stevenson said that the 
Church property had a valuation, of $2,- 
000,000 to-day, while in 1808 {t had owned 
property worth $50,000. It had contrib- 
uted an average of $823,000 a year to the 
advancement of Presbyterianism the 
world over, and in the times of depres- 
sion in 1907 the sum of $352,000 had been 
subscribed for varlous departments of 
church work, 

“The idea of a living church,” said Dr. 
Stevenson, ‘is here embodied. It is not 
& soulless corporation, but a body with 
faculties and powers, able to receive and 
assimilate truth and communicate it to 
others. 

“When the Living Word called the 
Fifth Avenue Church into existence just 
100 years ago there were scarcely 90,000 
people all told in this city. There were 
only two or three daily papers, though a 
larger number of weeklies, and there were 
no religious journals at all. Though the 
Presbyterian Church had been in exist- 
ence for more than 150 years in this coun- 
try, there were at that time only 300 min- 
isters and 21,270 communicants.” 

Continuing with the history,of the 
enurch Dr, Stevenson said that originally 
its membership had been drawn from New 
England. At one time it was known as 
the Fedéral Church. Only two of its pas- 
tors had, been men from the South. Dur- 
ing the civil war the church had been 
accused of sympathizing with secession, 
The church had been interested in mis< 
sionary work since its tenth year active- 
ly. Its first pastor, Dr. John B. Romeyn, 
helped to organize the American Bible 
Society in 1816. 

“A rich heritage has been bequeathed 
us,”’ he continued, “ not only in. the 
word of life committed to our trust, not

GALLERY NOTES. 


Many Art. Exhibitions Now Open 
Througheut the City. 


At the Bauer-Folsom Galleries for the 
rest of this month is a collection of pas- 
tels by Walter, Griffin, whose work in 
this medium has invariably -attracted fa- 
vorable attention at the Old Lyme exhi- 
bitions. His original point of view and 
true feeling for the outdoor world make 


his work dé¢lightful to the lover of art| 
j}and the lover of nature alike. 


The sev- 
enteen examples in the present exhibition 
range from subjects in which heavy rocks 
and dashing waves tax the medium as 
far as possible, to dainty flower gardens 


and farm scenes, all representative of a| 


very fresh and vital talent. 

At the same galleries are two beautiful 
examples of Emil Carlsen’s recent work, 
a forest subject and a marine. The lat- 
ter was sold almost as soon as it en- 
tered the gallery, and the purchaser may 
be accounted fortunate. No finer paint- 
ing of wates has been seen for a long 
time. The composition is simple, some 
rocks at the right hand, a long, slow 
curve of the incoming waves, a sky in 
which the clouds rise in majestic,’ sculpt- 
ured forms. The particular merit of the 
painting lies in the saturation of the at- 
mosphere with moisture and the sense 
of a liquid element given by the water. 
The effect is gained without any of the 
more or less hackneyed methods of the 
ordinary marine painter. There is no 
whiteness of foam, there are no brilliant 
reflections, there are no sharply defined 
forms. A gray-green tone is maintained, 
and the flecks of foam and mists of spray 
float on the water's surface and rise from 
it without disturbing the quiet harmony; 
the clouds gather, damp and translucent, 
without sacrificing to their superb form 
their texture or imponderable quality. The 
totality of the impression and the char- 
acter of the scene are such as to tempt 
the most jaded vision to keen apprecia- 
tion. 

At the Ehrich Galleries is a fine ex- 
ample of the work of the ‘Master of 
the Death of Mary” thus attributed by 
Dr. Hofstede de Groot, and, moreover, 
closely resembling a picture also attrib- 
uted to that master in the Staedel Mus- 
seum at Frankfort-on-the-Main. In the 
Frankfort picture Mary stands in front 
of a stone wall, beyond which stretches 
a wide landscape. A thin veil is over 
her head, a fur-lined red mantel about her 
shoulders. She holds the child in both 
arms and looks down on him with a 
gentle maternal expression. In the picture 
at the Ehrich Galleries the mother’s form 
is seen against a background of tapestry, 
the draperies and positions are somewhat 
different, and through an open window 
at the left ore catches merely a glimpse 
of the landscape,* The, opening of the 
window is pretty well filled up by the 
head and shoulders of a man, presumably 
the donor, who wears a large straw hat 
and holds a book in his hand, and whose 
features are extremely well painted and 
vividly characterized. In both pictures a 
ledge or shelf stretches across the fore- 
ground, and the half of an orange with 
the knife lying across it is seen. aA 
marble column in the American picture, 
the capital ornamented with a grape de- 
sign, is « charming adjunct, and all the 
still life demonstrates as well as the fig- 
ures and landscape the exquisite care for 
yictorial detail characterizing the Nether- 
fandish masters of the early sixteenth 
century. The composition is a lovely one 
and as an example of a most engaging 
painter, little known in this country, the 
picture merits close examination. 

At the Powell Art Galleries until the 
80th of the month is a_ collection of 
“Thumbnail’’ sketches, of which many 
are sufficiently considered and complete 
to be ranked as pictures while preserv- 
ing the freshness of the first impression, 
Carroll Beckwith shows a number of 
examples that are lively in color and ef- 
fective in composition; Howard Russell 
Butler has among other things an excel- 
lent little study of the Arizona desert, 
quite different from the views of the 
desert given by other painters. Paul 
Cornoyer shows an ‘‘ Evening, Fifth Ave- 
nue,’ which contains the essential ele- 
ments of a charming picture; Colin Camp- 
bell Cooper shows in addition to studies 
of places a ‘‘ Head of Cavalier” of un- 
usually fine quality; George W. Cohen has 
a number of studies showing interest in the 
problems of light and air; Charles War- 
ren Eaton and Frank Fowler have each 
characteristic examples of their well- 
known work; E. W. Potthast's sketches 
are full of action, J. A. Mohlte’s are 
clear cut and definite, G. Glenn Newell's 
are rich in color; William Ritschel’s are 
very complete notes for his pictnres: 
Jeorge H. Shorey’s sketches for his illus- 
trations of the Palisades have vigor and 
breadth; Frederick L. Stoddard has, 
among other things, a very pretty study 
of a girl amid Summer follage; Irving 
R. Wiles sketches in the,rmanner of one 
making an accurate stenographic record 
of the necessary facts, and A. T. Van 
Laer’s sketches are as det&shtful and de- 
sirable as his pictures, ¥

The work 
done by the Italian lacomakers and em- 
broiderers in the ‘Scuola’ has_ been 
shown not only in their own exhibition 
rooms, but In the yearly exhibitions of 
arts and crafts in this city and elsewhere, 
and has invariably commarded attention 
by its firm, competent execution, and by 
the beautiful designs, many of which have 
been made by the directer, Miss Carolina 
Amari. Among the exhibits now on view 
{s a chalice vell, which igs an exact repro- 
duction of an example in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. There are also shown 
examples of Siculo-Moorish hand weav- 
ings of the Cinquecento (specially loaned) 


}examples of which are rarely accessible 


even in such famous collections as that of 
the South Kensington Museum cr the 
Bargello of Florence. The exhibition is 
open daily from 10 A. M. to 6 P. M.

ORPHAN ASYLUM’S JUBILEE. 


St. Vincent de Paul’s Institution Cele- 
brates Malf-Century Mark. 


The golden jubifée of the St. Vincent 
de Paul Orphan Asylum, 215 West Thirty- 
ninth Street, was celebrated yesterday by 
a_special service in the chapel of the in- 
stitution at 5:30 P. M., which was at- 
tended by members of the prominent fam- 
illes of French descent in New York. The 
boys and girls of the institution sang, and 
the benediction of the blessed sacrament 
was given by Archbishop Farley. 

In his sermon, the Rev. Theopolus 
Wucher, President of the Board of Trus- 
tees and pastor of St. Vincent de Paul 
Church in West Twenty-third Street, gave 
an outline of the history of the orphan- 
age since its foundation, half a century 
ago. The asylum was started in Twenty- 
sixth Street, between Seventh and Eighth 
Avenues, and was removed to its present 
site in 1864. 

More than 2,000 children have pasen 
through the orphanage, and at prese 
there are 125: boys and 105 girls there, 
Forty-five of them are city charges, and 
the others are cared for by subscriptions, 
Sister Cherubin, who devotes all her time 
to potlecting funds for the institution, has 
eollected more than $100,000 
years. It costs from $20,000 
per year to run the asylum.

CHILDREN FALL AWAY 
FROM SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Episcopal Church Authority 
Blames Rectors and Parents 
for the Decrease. 


THE WELL TO DO SELDOM GO 


Situation as It Is, He Says, Despite 
Vast Effort and the Expenditure 
of Large Sums. 


Sunday school leaders in the Episcopal 
Church in New York differ in their ex- 
planations of the fact that the number 
of children in their schools is declining. 
Figures for the last year-were made pub- 
lle yesterday, and they show the at- 
tendance in the Episcopal Sunday Schools 


of the New York Diocese to be 38,840. 
But as long ago as 1900 the attendance 
was 44,226 and in 1904 43,974. Over last 
year there was a decrease of nearly 1,000. 

A Sunday School Commission of the 
New York Diocese has been very active 
in the last five or six years. At the last 
convention of the diocese it reported hav- 
ing. made its influence felt throughout 
the whole United States, not In the Epis- 
copal Church alone, but in other bodies. 
A leading officer’of the Commission made 
this explanation of the falling off: 

“Tt is nothing that the commission 
ought to be charged with. The commis- 
sion is not parochial, and the number of 
children brought into our schools rests 
with the rectors and the parishes. Great 
parishes on Manhattan Island are losing 
their schools, or some of them are. Chil- 
dren of well-to-do parents rarely attend, 
and even the less well-to-do are growing 
increasingly careless. New York is the 
largest. and is among the first to suffer. 
The trouble extends, however, to the 
whole country. 

In Brooklyn, that 
bership in Episcopal schools is at a stand- 
still with a tendency to fall off. 

In actual members of Episcopal church- 


es the figures make a much better show- | 


ing. Within the United States, and tak- 
ing no account of mission fields in de- 
pendencies and foreign lands Episcopal 
communicants now number $84,553. 

The financial gifts of Episcopalians last 
year reached a total of $17,605,369. This 
is almost exactly $20 per member, an 
average that is higher by at least $2 
than that of any other religious body.

AMERICANS WANT REVISION 


If Rules Remain Unchanged the 


Chances of a Successful Event Seem 
Slim—Want a Stock Car Race. 


Whether or not there will be a Briar- 
cliff race will be decided at a meeting 
to be held to-day of the special manu- 
facturers’ committee in charge of the 
race. The American manufacturers are 
up in arms against the regulations 
adopted at the last meeting of the race 
committee, when a limitation was placed 
upon the bore of the engines that ab- 
“golutely cuts out four of the most prom- 
inent American competitors and changes 
the entire character of the contest. Con- 
ceived as a stock car race and hailed 
as the most valuable contest of the year 
on this account the representatives of 
the foreign manufacturers have so al- 
tered its character as to make the event 
no different from the special races for 
the Vanderbilt Cup and the Grand Prize. 
The American manufacturers see no ac- 
casion for multiplying the number of 
especial car races and do see the need 
of strictly stock car contests. They are 


therefore bitterly opposed to the newly | 


adopted regulations and will either se- 
cure their modification or will not par- 
ticipate in the race at all.

It was for this 
reason that Briarcliff was so well re- 
ceived. 

When the effort was made by the 
American Automobile Association to 
sidetrack Briarcliff there was an im- 
mediate protest. The Automobile Club 
of America took up the contest and 
agreed to champion it, only to find that 
the conditions of the deed of gift gov- 
erning the trophy did not permit this. 
The Automobile Club has been behind 
the project, although it has not been of- 
ficially identified with it. 

As a stock car proposition the Auto- 
mobile Club of America can still stand 
behind the race and give it moral sup- 
port. If, however, the contest is to be 
made a special car race, as it would 
be under the 54-inch limitation, the Au- 
tomobile Club could not stand behind 
it. The race would then come under 


the regulation of the International Con- 
gress of Recognized Automobile Clubs 
and would have to conform to the Grand 
Prix rules. With these rules the new 
conditions are at variance. 

If the representatives of the foreign 
car makers will accept the new proposi- 
tion when the matter comes up again 
to-day and recede from their recent 
stand there probably can be a race and 
a successful and beneficial one. If they 

ersist in the rules already adopted, it 

s extremely doubtful if a race can be 
held at all.

LINERS BUFFET WINTER GALES 


The Provence and Campania Forced | 
to Slow Down in Midocean. 


The Provence, of the French Line, from 
Havre, and the Campania, from Liver- 
pool, came in out of the storm-tossed 
Atlantic yesterday morning, each with 
a story of terrific head seas and winter 
gales. Both vessels received minor dam- 
age from the tons of water that for days 
continually swept along their decks and 
thundered against the bridge and deck 
houses. 

From Sunday, after leaving port, until 


Monday the log of the Provence shows | 


that she was laboring through a westerly 
gale. By Tuesday this wind had in- 
creased to a hurricane, and the vessel 
was ploughing her way through moun- 





tains of seas that buried her to amid- 
ships continually. This condition con- 
tinued until Thursday. The waves, ac- 
cording to some of the passengers, were 
sixty feet high. So bad was the combi- 
nation of wind and wave that for many 
hours the Provence had to slow down. 
She was kept at steerage way, her of- 
ficers content only to keep her head up 
to the pounding seas. 

In company with the Provence, and 
experiencing the same kind of weather, 
was the Campania. Both vessels were 
constantly in wireless touch. By the 
second day out from Queenstown not a 
dozen persons came to meals in the sec- 
ond cabin, and out of the sixty-seven 
saloon passengers a majority were ill. 
From Tuesday noon until noon the next 
day the Campania only logged 246 knots. 
This was the worst day of the voyage, 
and the vessel had to slow down. Sn 
Wednesday the bell on the after deck 
was torn from its bracket and the rall 
was slightly damaged. 

Such was the force of the waves that 
a steel top on the forward hatch was 
twisted upward. Only an inch of the 
edge projects from the hatch, but under 
this narrow edge the water struck with 
such force that the steel top was curled 
upward. The rail and stanchions of the 
vessel were slightly damaged forward. 
The Campania brought 3,416 bags 
Christmas mail.

THE POPULAR VOTE. 

It appears that the popular vote for 
President increased 1,341,531 in four 
years. There is no precedent for such 
@ growth, and yet it is not as large as 
it ought to be. The condition of our 
politics has been so peculiar that the 
popular vote of 1904 was 13,529,000, as 
compared with 13,923,000 in 1896. As 
the population meanwhile had grown 
from 70,254,000 to 81,752,000 this was 


absurd. There was an apparent loss 
of three million voters, of whom now 


one-half are found. There were 18,607,- 
614 possible voters at the last census, 
but almost one-third have customarily 
failed to be counted at the polls. The 
ratio of voters to population since the 
war has been between 1 to 5 and 1 to 
61-3. At the lower and more frequent 
Patio a vote of over 17,000,000 might 
have been expected, but has not been 
realized, the total counted being but 
14,852,239. 

It is curious that Bryan made al- 
most all the gains. Of the total in- 


crease, 1,341,531, he received 1,315,311

It thus appears that Bryan's gain 
came from the new vote and from the 
losses of the Populists, Prohibitionists, 
end Socialist Laborites. *He is a grand 
candidate of the discontented, but the 
result is a demonstration that in the 
United States the discontented do not 
rule. The successive Republican plurali- 
ties have been 601,854, 849,790, 1,208,- 
998. Hence ft is fair to paraphrase Mr. 
Morean’s statement that “bears” on 
the United States are predestined to 
bankruptcy, and to say that candidates 
ef the discontented are foredoomed. 
The moral is not that the discontented 
are negligible. Upon the contrary, their 
moanings should be attentively listened 
to, and their grievances corrected, so 
far as they are just. The right should 
rule. Principle should guide our suf- 
frage. The discontented should be re- 
garded sympathetically, but nothing 
should be conceded to bluster. Care 
should be taken that in the future, as 
in the past, the builders rather than 
the smashers should be kept in power. 

The margin is narrower than is com- 
fortable. Mr. Tart’s majority over the 
combined opposition vote is 422,311. 
The Republicans stand for many poll- 
cles which would cost them more than 
that if it were possible to run any other 
Democrat for the Presidency while 
BRYAN Is alive. The obstacle to doing 
that is the fact to which he can point 
with pride that he alone, running as a 
Deynocrat, has polled six million votes, 
and that he has done it three times.

Two curiously contrasting articles 
regarding the British problem in India 
appeared in THp Sunpay ‘Times yester- 
day. One was a carefully prepared 
essay by a native of India, expressing 
in emphatic language his view of the 
uhrest existing, of the rule of Britain, 
and of the future of the land. The 
other was a dispatch from London de- 
scribing and citing from the speech of 
Lord Morugy, Secretary of State for 
India in the British Government. 

The complaints of our Indian con- 
tributor were stated with much fervor, 
but they lacked somewhat in definite- 
hess, while the one which was most | 
specific touches upon @& source of dis- 
content in which patriotism is not ex- 
actly disinterested.

The state of things here mentioned is 
very generally recognized by-those who 
have been engaged in Indian adminis- 
tration. They say itjhHas come about 
by giving education to’a larger number 
than can make use of it In the Govern- 
ment service and withholding education 
of the sort that fits scholars for self- 
supporting industry.- Multitudes of 
young Indians, according to this view, 
are made deeply discontented with the 
kind of life open to them and fervent!

In the gold market we 
act like novices in the security market, 
selling at the bottom and buying at 
the top. 


Our dealers in gold know better of 
course. They act thus in this matter 
dispassionately and on sound prin- 
ciples, according to legal compulsion. 
They are powerless to combat laws 
which demonetize gold in a banking 
sense, ant which extrude gold from 
the country and thrust currency upon 
the country when such procedure is 
economicaily indefensible. These con- 
siderations have especial significance 
at a time when it is forecast that the 
Panama loan is likely to grow from 
a paltry $30,000,000 to a possible $500,- 
000,000. And it must be remembered 
that “ other securities’ are now a pos- 
sible basis*for banknotes, proportioned, 
not according to the needs of the coun- 
try, but according to the profits of the 
operation in the bond market.

In the presence of an epidemic it is 
wisdom to keep calm, to secure plenty 
of rest, to eat moderately, and avoid 
stimulants, and, as far as possible, 
shun the known sources of contagion.

But 
the danger will soon pass if the people 
are careful. Prof. Ferrero, the Ital- 
ian historian, after his night tour of 
New York, described in THB SuNDAyY 
TimEs, said that he found here an “ ex- 
travagance of imagination” and a lack 
of ‘artistic harmony.”

That he could do either is beyond ques- 
tion, and it would be a much lighter test 
of his skill than are the exhibitions he is 
giving almost daily of his power to meet 
the incessant emergencies incidental to 
flight in a confined area.

denied by anybody who accepts the evolu- 
tionary doctrine as an adequate and all- 
comprehending formulation of the uni- 
versal plan. 

As much can be said for Prof. Lowstu’s 
further assertion, that “ from all we have 
learned of its constitution on the one 
hand, or of its distribution on the other, 
we know life to be as an inevitable a 
phase of planetary evolution as is quartz 
or feldspar or nitrogenous soil.” He will 
be vehemently attacked for these declara- 
tions, but he can at least console himself 
with the thought that their falsity will 
never be demonstrated.

“THE FINANCIAL SITUATION — THE MARKETS OF EUROPE. 


On the Stock Bxchange, where the 
movement of prices has been so long 
dominated by speculative considera- 
tions, it was altogether natural that the 
remarkable break in American Smelt- 
ing common shares and the various ex- 
planations therefor should have been 
regarded as the week’s most important 
development of a financial character. 
After having pervaded Wall Street for 
many weeks in the form of a rumor 
the scheme for the establishment of a 
new smelting company was brought 
into concrete form last week by a par- 
tial announcement of its plan and scope. 
Until the failure of the Utah Copper 
Company to renew its contract with 
the American Smelting Company for 
the treatment of ores some months ago 
there had been no whisper of an inten- 
tion on the part of any one to form a 
rival to the American Company. Im- 
mediately after the disagreement over 
the terms of the renewal of this con- 
tract reports that a rival company} 
would be formed at once spread, and the 
elaborate manner in which they have 
since been disseminated makes it very 
plain that there is considerable animus 
involved in the proposals. The large 
and small speculators in Wall Street, 
who have been furnishing the bulk of 
the business on the Stock Exchange, , 
noted this tone of hostility in the new 
proposals, and they lightened their 
holdings of securities last week. They 
know, as every one else does, that it 
must be a matter of years before the 
new smelting company can establish it- 
self upon a footing where it can serious- 
ly cut into the revenues of the Merl 
concern, but on the other hand they are | 
quite aware that it requires only a few 
minutes to put under way a war in the 
stock market with all the accompanit- 
ment of undisguised bitterness between 
two great factors of the financial world. 
If the long advance in the stock market 
has been predicated in part upon the 
pleasing harmony which has existed in 
the financial district the passing of this 
harmony, or at least disturbance of it, 
must change the situation in this re- 
spect radically.

diting International Trans- 
actions in Securities. 


USED TO SOME EXTENT NOW 


Would Facilitate Arbitrage Operations 
Its Bearing on Such Incidents as 
Northern Pacific Corner. 


The suggestion of Secretary Cortelyou 
in his annual report that provison be 
made for the use of an international goid 
certificate for the purpose of reducing lo 
a minimum the actual shipment of gold 
from one country to another led to a dis- 
cussion among bankérs last week of the 
general question of lessening the handhug 
of gold in connection with foreign ex- 
change cperations and also of lessening 
.the movement of other valuables from one 
market to another. Reference has already 
been made in these columns to *he objec- 
tions which bankers raise against the 
adoption of the plan suggested by Secre- 
tary Cortelyou, but in last week’s discus- 
sion of the matter the sugestion was made 
that while such international gold cer- 
tificates would present many difficuilies 
there are ways which are neglected in 
this country of greatly lessening the hand- 
ling of gold that is imported into this 
country, and that, furthermore, much 
‘could be done along the line of avoiding 
the actual shipment. between this coun- 
try and Europe of securities which now 
frequently pass back ang forth between 
this market and London, as well as to a 
lesser extent between this market and 
Continental centres. 

A long step in the direction of lessen- 
ing the handling of gold which in the 
course of exchange operations comes to 
this country in the shape of foreign gold 
coin would be afforded, it is claimed by 
bankers, by a provision for the holding of 
éuch coin as part of the legal reserve of 
National banks. A canvass of the views 
of bankers on this suggestion was re- 
cently made by Supt. Foster of the New 
York Assay Office, and, with very few ex- 
ceptions, the bankers of this city, both 
officers of National banks and others, ex- 
pressed approval of the plan. As {it is 
now, this foreign gold is melted down as 
s00n as it reaches this country, and when, 
perchance, it is re-exported it goes abroad 
not in the shape of coin of the country 
from which it was imported, but in the 
shape of American gold bars, to be re- 
melted in turn abroad. The custom of 
the European banks, on the other hand, 
is to keep intact the foreign gold coin 
which comes into their possession, wheth- 
er this be coin of the United States or of 
one of the European countries. 

But perhaps even more interest than 
Was expressed last week in the proposal 
to do away with the melting down of 
foreign gold coin was displayed in the sug- 
gestion advanced in some banking quar- 
ters that shipments from one side of the 
ocean to the other of securities which are 
placed in foreign markets, or which are 
brought home to this market, should be 
avoided as far as possible by a system of 
double transfer, which would permit the 
issuance here of stock against certificates 
deposited with accredited agents abroad 
or vice versa, That such transfers are 

now actually made through the medium of 
international banking houses is pointed 
to as sufficient proof of the feasibility of 
the scheme, and its advantages are con- 
sidered important enough to make it 
warth while to work for a more extensive 
use of the system. 

The suggestion invclves, however, more 
active co-operation on the part of corpor- 
ations whose securities have an interna- 
tional market than these have yet shown 
In this lack of interest on the part of the 
corporations concerned seems, in fact, to 
lie the chief difficulty of applying the sys- 
tem generally. It is of no particular ad- 
vantage to the corporations themselves to 
expedite in this way the transfer of their 
securities from one market to’ another, 
whereas it is very often much to the ad- 
vantage of individual owners of such se- 
curities to have transfers made from one 
market to another in the shortest possible 
time. The suggestion has been made in 
this connection that the corporation 
might undertake to maintain the neces- 
sary facilities for such international 
transfers of their stock upon the payment 
of a fee by bankers and others who might 
wish to profit by these special facilities. 

The plan suggested, briefly, is that for 
the active international stocks transfer 
offices be maintained on both sides of 
the water and that through a resort to 
cable advices either transfer office be 
prepared to issue mew stock certificates 
against old stock certificates deposited at 
the other transfer office. Thus, for in- 
stance, the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion's London transfer office would be in 
a position within twenty-four hgurs of 
the depositing here, say, of 1,000@shares 
of the company’s stock, .to reissu™ these 
shares in London. By such a system 
stock bought in this market for foreign 
account one day could be actually deliv- 
ered to the purchasers on the other side 
of the water the following day, and the 
delay, aswell as the expense, incidental to 
the actual shipment of the stock certifi- 
cates across the ocean would be avoided. 

The banking house of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
has for a considerable period effected 


such cable transfer of Union Pacific stock 
4s a matter of convenience partly for the 
firm itself and partly for other bankers 
and brokers executing international or- 
ders in this stock. The firm when its con- 
venience permits receives blocks of Union 
Paeific here and delivers them the fol- 
lowing day in London or the other way 
around as the movement of the stock be- 
tween the two markets may call for. 
What is thus done indirectly in the case 
of the Union Pacific might be done as a 
regular operation, it Is suggested, by any 
corporation whose securities are suffi- 
ciently active in foreign markets as well 
as here to make such an arrangement de- 
sirable. Other bankers besides Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. upon occasion offer their fa- 
cilities for such cable transfers of stock, 
but under existing conditions such trans- 
fers are iiependent upon the individual 
convenience of bankers and cannot be 
depended on as they could were such a 
system established by the companies 

emselves. Some of the bankers who 
talked about the matter last week pointed 
to this as a reform in the conduct of in- 
ternational financial transactions, which 
it would be well worth while to put into 
effect. 

The establishment of such a system of 
international transfer of stock besides 
greatly facilitating the routine transfers 
from one market to another growing out 
of arbitrage transactions would lessen 
the impossibility, it is claimed, of a 
repetition of such incidents as the North- 
ern Pacific corner in 1901, which in large 
measure was due to the long delay 
which occurred in the delivery here of 
stock certificates purchased abroad. The 
arbitrage houses were thus short of 
Worthern Pacific stock in this market, 

they were the owners, of an 
equivalent amount of the stock abroad 
and under the conditions which pre- 
vailed in the market for Northern Pa- 
cific at that time they found it impossi- 
ble to borrow the stock. But quite apart 
from such unusual occurrences as these 
it is claimed that the transfer of stock

Moved by many recent publications of 
false, misleading, and injurious state- 
ments regarding its acts, motives, and 
associations in business and otherswise, 
the Standard Oi] Company, at the risk of 
tiring the public by reiteration of a well- 
founded complaint, hereby enters a pro- 
test and a warning against all such unau- 
thorized and unfounded publications. 

It has, for instance, been widely stated 
of late that the Corn Products Refining 
Company and a proposed corporate body 
to engage in the smelting industry are 
either directly or indirectly related to or 
financed by the Standard Oil Company. 
These and all such statements are untrue. 
The Standard Oil Company is interested 
in the many industries growing out of the 
producing, manufacturing, and marketing 
of oil and its products and in no others. 

Another branch of misstatement lightly 
indulged in is of the kind attributing out- 
side commercial and speculative action to 
the company in the guise of ‘‘ Standard Oil 
interests,”’ ‘The Standard Oil crowd,”’ *‘ The 
Rockefeller interests,"” ‘‘ The Standard Oil 
banks,”’ and so on, often backing up these 
inventions by so-called statements of, a 
Standard O11 official,’’ (unnamed,) ‘“* one 
close to the Standard Oil,” and so on 
through the various shades of anonymity. 
Against these and similar inventions we 
take, then, this means of bringing the mat- 
ter before the public, for the public’s as 
well as for the company’s protection, and 
respectfully insist, as we have done before, 
that no credit whatever be given to any 
statement regarding the Standard Oil Com- 
pany’s views, acts or intentions unless the 
same be duly vouched for by an executive 
official of the company or by its designated 
attorneys. 


UNIONS WILL GO TO HUGHES. 


They Think Labor Laws Are Being 
Violated at Ashokan Dam. 


John Williams, State Labor Commis- 
sioner, was expected to attend the meet- 
ing of the Central Federated Union yes- 
terday to hear complaints of alleged vio- 
lation of the labor law in the Ashokan 
Dam contract, having been asked to be 
present. Delegates were there to make 
complaint, and a request from Edward 
Hourigan, Secretary of District 15 of the 
International Association of Machinists, 
was read in reference to the alleged vio- 
lations of the law. 

Secretary Bohm then made the an- 
nouncement that Mr. Williams,would not 
be present. He read a letter from the 
Commissioner stating that he could not 
see any good to be accomplished if he did 
attend a meeting of the central body, and 
that he could do better by dealing with 
the individual unions. 

It was finally decided to submit the 
complaints and affidavits to the conven- 
tion of the Workingmen’s State Federa- 
tion in January, and also to submit them 
to Gov. Hughes at the same time. 


THE STEEL TRADE POSITION. 


Railroads Place Large Orders—Tin- 
Plate Trade Shows Activity. 


PITTSBURG, Dec. 20.—Active rail buy- 
ing began last week when the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad placed its initial order for 
1909 delivery calling for 135,000 tons, and 
other lines came into the market for 
smaller tonnages. Extensive buying is 
expected early in the new year. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy or- 
dered 40,900 tons, 10,000 tons going to 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron Company, 
and 30,000 tons to the United States Steel 
Corporation, to be of open hearth steel 
and rolled at the new Gary plant, which 
is scheduled for partial operation early 
next year, The Illinois Steel Company 
booked 6,500 tons for the Soo Line and 
3,000 tons for the St. Louis Terminal 
Railroad. An order for 1,100 tons for 
shipment to Panama was taken by the 
Lackawanna Steel Company. 

In addition to rail buying, a number of 
railroads that have not arranged for their 
requirements for 1909 have peen in the 
market for large tonnages of track ma- 
terial, over 300,000 kegs of spikes and 
bolts having been ordered within the last 
three weeks. Inquiries for spikes last 
week were heavy. One large producing 
interest declared that all are certain to 
result in contracts and indicates exten- 
sive rail buying in the near future, 

Two important steel car orders were 
placed during the week. The Duluth & 
Iron Range Railroad, a Steel Corporation 
interest, ordered 800 cre cars of the Sum- 
mers type. They will be built at the 
Hammond works of the Standard Steel 
Company. The Illinois Steel Company 
will furnish the 8,000 tons of plates, and 
the Carnegie Steel Company the 6,400 
steel wheels required. The Pittsburg & 
Lake Erie Railroad ordered 50O hopper 
cars from the Standard. This 1s in addi- 
tion to the 1,500-car order recently placed 
with the American Car & Foundry Com- 
pany. 

In finished steel vroducts, wire and tin 
plate continue to lead. The American 
Steel and Wire Company, which is operat- 
ing its plants at over 80 per cent. of ca- 
pacity, is rushing work on repairs at the 
Donora works, the steel mill and blast 
furnaces having recently been transferred 
to it, having been heretofore operated by 
the Carnegie Steel Company. When this 
work is-completed the entire plant will 
be put in operation. Fence wire has been 
in great demand, farmers who have had a 
profitable year being the principal buy- 
ers. Stocks in jobbers’ hands have been 
exhausted and will bo replenished soon 
after the opening of the year, when the 
wire mills of the country will be run to 
capacity. 

The tin plate trade has been unusually 
good for this season of the year, partic- 
viarly after a long period of depression. 
Five of the large independent producers 
are operating their plants to capacity, 
and the others are running satisfactorily. 
The American Sheet and Tin Plate Com- 
pany has 136 of its tin plate mills on the 
active Hst, which is around 65 per cent. 
of the operative capacity. 

The structural steel trade has not been 
as good as last month,-—but some new 
business was booked last week. A con- 
tract for 3,900 tons for the Denver via- 
duct was placed in addition to several 
smaller contracts, all in the West. In 
the Pittsburg district a few small orders 
were taken and bids went in for the new 
buildings to be erected by the Crane- 
Best Company at Oakmont, near Pitts- 
burg. These buildings will take 2,500 


tons, and the contract probably will go 
to the American Bridge Company. 

Demand for iron and steel bars has 
been brisk, and independents during’ the 
week quoted the price of 1.50 cents for 
iron bars, which was recently established 
by the Republic Iron & Steel Company. 
Bar mills of the country are being oper- 
ated at about 90 per cent. of capacity. 

A falling off in the demand for pig 
iron is noted. In the Pittsbu distric 
last week no sales of any grade of iron 
were recorded, tg pene sore Sumy 
held. A _ sale of 15, tons of iton 
in the Philadelphia district was made. 
The American Car & Foundry Company 
is in the market for 8,000 tons of foundry 
and gray forge for deliveries running 
from March to June. 

Pig iron quotations at the close of the 
week were as follows: Standard Bes- 
semer, $16.50 to $17; malleable ge mag 
15.75 to $16; basic, $15.50 to $16; o. 3 
‘ound 16; gray forge, $14. to $15, 
all at Valley furnaces, 

Coke production has increased, the rains 
having improv the water supply. No 
large contracts have been placed lately, 
but the outlook is regarded as encourag- 
ing. Prices for first half remain un- 
changed at $2 for furnace and 25 to 
$2.40 for foundry. For prompt 
these prices may be shaded ay from 10 
to 20 cents, aK

REBUILDERS OF 
THE METROPOLITAN 


The Men. Retained to Investigate 
and Plan Are Veterans in 
Reorganizing Tractions. 


MANAGE A THOUSAND MILES 


Have Cleaned Up Similar Situations in 
Seattle, Tacoma, Galveston, Terre 
Haute and Savannah. 


The various holders of securities of the 
bankrupt Metropolitan traction system in 
New York have united, with Mr. John W. 
Castles, who has just left the Guaranty 
Trust Company to be President of the 
Union Trust Company, as head of a joint 


committee. This committee has retained 
Mr. G. EB. Tripp and the firm of Stone & 
Webster of Boston to make an examina- 
tion of the Metropolitan properties and 
finances and to formulate a plan for re- 
organization. There has been much in- 
terest to know who the men are who will 
undoubtedly have much to do with the re- 
building of New York's traction roads, 

The banking house of Stone & Webster 
does an extensive business in the securi- 
ties of public service corporations. Con- 
trolled by the firm are the separate cor- 
porations, Stone & Webster, general man- 
agers of public utilities, and an engineer- 
ing and construction company. These 
two concerns are practically departments 
of the banking house, the construction 
company building properties it controls, 
the managing company operating them. 
Stone & Webster are general managers 
for twenty-six public utility companies 
scattered over the country, the total 
length of their electric car lines being 
near a thousand miles. They operate 
also electric Hghting systems and gas 
manufactcries. The gross earnings of the 
companies they operate totaled $16,047,- 
607.06 in 1907. Mr. G. E. Tripp is Vice 
President of the managing company. He 
has es'ablished an office in New York for 
the purposes of the work on the Metropoli- 
tan, and has brought a corps of engineers 
with him. 

Seven years ago this concern reorgan- 
ized the Seattle traction systems, and 
combined them into one. Only one out of 
a dozen disunited companies was earning 
enough to pay fixed charges. Stone & 
Webster had no stock of these compa- 
nies, but were retained by Seattle banks 
to clean up the traction situation, which 
had some disagreeable features resemb- 
ling those in New York. : 

The Stone & Webster experts went in, 
made a thorough fnvestigation of the 
physical properties of the compantes 
through the managerial department, and 
studied out the possibilities under effi- 
cient combined nlanagement; then they 
outlined a plan of reorganization and 
merger that was accepted all around. In 
1907 the Seattle Electric Company earned 
$8,949,483~gross, and will have earned 
about $4,500,000 this year. Last June a 
dividend was paid on the common stock, 
payments on the bonds and préferred 
having been made before. 

Tacoma’s system was also reorganized, 
and a high-speed electric road was built 
between Tacoma and Seattle. Other re- 
organizations, with circumstances re- 
sembling those in New York, were made 
in Dallas, Houston, Galveston, Savan- 
nah, and Terra Haute. Systems that the 


Boston firm has built and now manage’ 


are in Bl Paso, Columbus, Ga.; Pensa- 
cola, Tampa, Jacksonville, Key West, 
Fort Worta, Baton Rouge, the copper 
region of Northern Michigan, in Porto 
Rico, and several high-speed interurban 
systems about Boston. The Minneapolis 
Electric Company is operated by its sub- 
gidiaries. In the operation of these pub- 
lic utility properties their organizations 
are kept distin but the general man- 
acership is at ston, anda field sys- 
tem of inspection is maintained by

Acting for Judge Grosscup, this firm 
made a thorough examination of Chi- 
cago’s tractions a short time ago. 

Mr. G. EB. Tripp, at the New York of- 
fice, declines to discuss the Metropolitan 
business, but it is safe to say that his 
engineers are now examining the surface 
roads of New York, and will 
precisely on their value and condition. 
They are also probably studying the 
traffic and the possibilities of a com- 
bined or separated systems under effi- 
cient management. When this investi- 
gaticn is completed the financial reor- 
ganization will be planned, and fit is 
probable that these Boston traction ex- 
perts will. either manage the future op- 
eration or select men who will take 
charge.
